To which the Doctor an{wered 
immediately, That chat Scripture was nothing ac all cto the 
purpofe which Mr.‘Powel alleadged it for; being a peculiar 
cafe, wherein the Lord in an extraordinary dilpenfation gave 
a fpeciall command to the innocent part’ of the Congregation 
to feparate from the reft, to the end he might execute bis 
Juftice inan exemplary anufaall way upon che guilty, in chae 
very inftane, By opening the {tory , he fhewed the hainoul- 
nefie of the fin, the greatnefle of Gods difpleafure againtt ir, 
and the extraordinary jadgement thereupon: And chat ex- 
traordinary occafionsll commands of God to that people are 
not co be drawa into example by us. And for this parcicular 
the Jews cafe and Mr, Powel’s were in no Ccircumitance alike. 
Mr, Powel faid nothing to the contrary, but went on to ano- 
ther Scripture ; and that was 1 Cor.5.11, Wich {uch a one no 
not toeat.

thering a Church of feverall Congregations, This being {aid, 
Mr. Powell made no reply ; but wentonto a third place of
